The towns within the limits of the West Somerset 
Agricaltaral Society comprise one of the best farming

The exhibition of horses, with the exception of stal- 
lions and breeding mares, was reserved for the second 
day, consequently we cannot speak of the merits of 
this feature of the show. The entries, however, in this 
department were as follows:—Stallions, three; breed- 
ing mares and colts, eleven; family and matched 
horses, six; colts three years old, nine; colts two years 
old, thirteen; colts one year old, sixteen. A few of 





sections in the State. Sitaated in the Kennebec val- 
ley, at the junction of the Sandy river, where the 
broad intervales are so productive of grass, the fertile 
uplands of all cereal and root crops, the steeper hill- 
sides of the best fruit, and where a good proportion 
of handsome native forest gives abundance of wood 
and timber—the district seems to be one most suitably 
divided and admirably located for a superior farming 
region. The farmers in this section are independent, 
many of them wealthy, and all are} intelligent; pur- 
suing a course of husbandry that will compare favor- 
ably with the best farmed sections of New England. 
Evidences of this are found in whatever direction one 
rides, in the spacious, well built barns, comfortable 
often elegant dwellings, good fences, smooth fields, 
stock of pure blood or high grade, and implements of 
the latest and most approved paterns. 

The annual exhibition of the above Society was held 
upon their grounds at North Anson, on Wednesday 
and Thursday last, and during the first day it was our 
good fortune to be present. This Society was incor- 
porated Aug. 10th, 1848, and permanently located at 
North Anson in 1859 or 1860. The grounds are situ- 
ated about half a mile north of the village, comprise 
twenty acres, (the whole being as level as a floor) 
with a good half-mile track. For the Fair depart- 
ment, the public Hall in the village is used. This 
Society is under able management and free from debt. 

The recent exhibition, although a superior one in 
many respects, was said by many present to have been 
much more limited than in previous years, especially 
in the department of sheep. The foot rot has been 
among some flocks in the vicinity, and farmers were 
on this account afraid to bring out ther sheep, for 
fear of communicating it. Probably no section of the 
State has taken so much interest in sheep husbandry 
or spent so much in the improvement of their flocks, 
as the farmers of Anson, North Anson, Embden, 
Starks, Madison, Norridgewock and adjoining towns. 
The breed most generally found is the Improved Span- 
ish or American Merino, of which undoubtedly more 
full bloods are to be found in the above-named towns 
than in all other towns in the State together.

these were upon the grounds the first day, and among 
them we noticed a fine colt out of a Witherel Messen- 
ger mare, after Brown’s well known ‘‘Daggett Horse”’ 
—Knox Stock—owned by Joel Gray, Esq., of Embden. 
This dam, although now lame and suitable only for 
breeding, can go in 2:50 and the colt is a most promis- 
ing animal. 

There was but one entry of swine, by Moses Ayer of 
North Anson; and one of Bremen geese by Elijah 
Hilton. The latter was the only specimen of the order 
Gallina, that we observed. 

There were but few agricultural implements upon 
the ground. We noticed a Kniffin one horse mower, 
& cultivator, and one of the improved wheel rakes, pe- 
tented >, S. W. Walker, a young farmer of Anson, 
whic’s has been advertiséd in our columns. Mr. Wal- 
ker’s patent bears date June 11th, 1867, and we are 
glad to know that in the vicinity where he resides, 
and where many of the rakes have been used, they are 
highly commended by farmers who have tried them. 
The rake possesses many advantages over other wood- 
en toothed wheel rakes. 

In the afternoon there was a trial of draught oxen, 
but we were obliged to come away before it had been 
completed. Five entries were made for this trial. 
The load consisted of seven thousand pounds, and one 
pair of oxen whose girth was seven feet four inches, 
hauled this upon a stone drag, and in addition ten 
men—but how much better are the cattle for it? 

The Fair proper, of this Society, including dairy 
products, seeds and vegetables, domestic manufac- 
tures, ete., takes place upon the second day of the ex- 
hibition, and according to a rule of the Society, no ar- 
ticles in this department are received or entered dur- 
ing the first day. This arrangement, while being a 
good one for those who make it a point to attend both 
| days, and doubtless of advantage to the Society, is un- 
| fortunate for those, who, like ourself, can be present 
but one day, and this will account for no mention of 
any articles in this division of the exhibition. 

Of one feature in the management of the shows of 
this Society we can speak with commendation. Every 
article entered for premium has attached it to a de- 


| scriptive label, and the committees are authorized not 
| 











| to recognize any animal orarticle not so labeled. The

There were but few bulls on exhibition. Among 
these was a grade Durham three years old whose 
weight was 1,400 pounds, owned by Given Campbell; 
and one grade Durham one year old, exhibited by 
Moses Barker of Anson. There were others upon the 
ground that we noticed but find our pencillings imper- 
fect upon this point, and can consequently make no 
mention of them. 

The working oxen of the Society were represented 
by sixty-one yoke,—including working oxen and 
steers—all splendid specimens and showing a large 
smount of Durham bleod. The Starks town team 
consisted of ten yoke of oxen, and the Anson team 
was composed of ten yoke of oxen five and six years 
of age, nine yoke of steers three and four years of age, 
and thirteen yoke of steers two years of age. The 
town of Madison, which has heretofore been & large 
contributor of working oxen, was this year unrepre- 
sented. The Anson team of nine yoke of two and 
three year old steers, in which was one yoke of match- 
ed steers, two years old, which girthed six feet five 
inches, were all owned by Edgar Hiltcn & Son, 

This Society offers special premiums for the best 
herd of cattle from one farm, and we note some of the 
most important of the entries for this premium:—

Do not Sell ] Lean Cattle. 


We commend the following to our readers, as a mat- 
| ter of great importance. It is from the American 
Farmer : 

‘‘Farmers sell too many of their beef cattle when they 
are in merely ordinary beef condition. In doing. this 
there is a twofold loss that but few consider. The an- 
imal yields a less number of pounds, and the meat 
brings a lower price. Between ord beef and re- 
ally choice fat beef, there is always a difference of two 
or three cents per pound, and this difference, when 
_added to the whole number of pounds when the ani- 
| mal is in the best condition, will be found to be no 
mean amount. Nothing pays better than the few 
bushels of grain, that puts the finishing touch upon 
what is generally denominated a good beef animal. 
Those of our realers who have followed this often 
repeated advice in our live stock market reports, are 
witnesses to its soundness. Do not be in a hurry to 
market under ordinary cireuntstances, until cattle are 
really fat. The same applies to all other ani- 
mals.’? T 

Sweet Cider. : 

As many persons are desirous of keeping sweet cider 
for the next winter and spring, we advise our readers 
to scald the cider and skim off the surface and ‘then 
put into bottles and place it in the cellar in a cool 
Place. If canned up like fruit it will keep perfectly 
Sweet. We have seen it prepared by the barrel ac- 
cording to our first method and not be in the least fer- 
mented the next May. If cider was prepared as it 
should be and can, there would be no need of a ciler

For the Maine Farmer. 
Incidents in the Settlement of China. 


Messrs. Eprtors :—I wish to offer for publication 
some account of the first settlement of China, which 
commenced about ninety years ago in the time of the 
Revolutionary war, by some people from Massachu- 
setts, when this part of Maine was almost entirely an 
unbroken wilderness. 

The incidents I am about to relate I heard from the 
mouths of those people some seventy years ago—being 
now nearly eighty years of age. They settled on the 
easterly shore of the Twelve Mile pond, on a fine tract 
of land sloping westerly to the pond. Their nearest 
neighbors were in Vassalboro’, (Getchell’s Corner,) 
ten miles distant. They passed the first winter, 
with which for severity our winters now would hardly 
begin to compare, in which they suffered extremely 
from want and cold. In the spring following the men 
having planted some potatoes on a piece of burnt land, 
started off in quest of food. They proceeded down the 
pond seven miles to the outlet. Leaving their canoe, 
they proceeded four miles by spotted trees to Getchell’s 
Corner, thence in a canoe eighteen miles down the 
Kennebec to Cobbossee Contee, where was then the 
only grist mill in the region, built by Dr. Gardiner in 
1760. The corn was then all brought from Boston in 
vessels, Here they expected to get employment enough 
to buy a few bushels, get it ground and return to their 
starving families, but to their dreadful disappointment 
the corn had been ail sold, and they set out with heavy 
hearts for home, with their empty bags. After they 
got above tide water at Augusta, they had to pole their 
canoe up the rapids twelve miles to Getchell’s Corner, 
thence homeward the way they came, having been 
gone a week. Their half famished familhes saw them 








‘at a distance on the pond, and immediately put on 


their kettles with water to cook some pudding as soon 
as they should arrive. Their little ones ran down to 
the shore to greet them. They walked into their deso- 
late homes, looking at each other in mute despair. 
Not a word was spoken for half an hour—their little 
ones crying with hunger. But how did they make out 
to live after this? is the natural inquiry. Well, they 
had to dig up the potatoes they had planted—perhaps 
not all of them—the fish, shad and alewives, in the 
spring ran up to the outlet in such vast numbers that 
t have heard the old people say that they could have 
walked over the stream on the backs of them on snow- 
shoes. Then the moose were very abundant. ‘They 
would wade into the pond in the night, and brouse 
among the lilies and water grass. The people would 
watch for them and go out in canoes and kill them 
with clubs. Then they got to keeping a cow or two, 
pasturing them in the woods and meadow, and cutting 
hay for them in the meadow. Thus they got along 
placing their reliance upon a kind Providence until the 
wilderness blossomed like a rose. There were fine 
farms, stocks of cattle and dairies more than sixty 
years ago all in sight of the now pleasant village of 
China. Many a traveller has been charmed with the 
sight of these farms and of the beautiful sheet of wa- 
ter below them, now called China lake. Such were 
the hardships suffered by the pioneers of China, 
(formerly Harlem) but they have long since passed 
away. 





Messrs. Epirors :—In my communication forward- 
ed to you not long since, on the subject of the first 
settlers of China, what I said about the alewives run- 
ning up into China lake in such vast numbers that at 
the outlet they might have been walked over upon on 
snow shoes—may seem to many people of the present 
day like a “fish story.’’ But as it is a fixed fact at- 
tested by hundreds who were alive sixty years ago, 
and is.susceptible of an easy explanation, [ will ex- 
plain it in a satisfactory manner. 

The stream issuing out of China lake in East Vas- 
salboro’, after running @ northerly course through 
most of Vassalboro’ and Winslow, about eight miles, 
empties itself into the Sebasticook river, a mile above 
the junction of the latter with the Kennebec. At the 
time I spoke of, viz., about ninety years ago, there 
being no obstructions, the fish at spawning time in the 
spring, poured into the mouth of the stream in vast 
numbers. As they proceeded up, the stream becom- 
ing narrower and narrower as the tributaries were 
passed, they became more and more densely crowded 
together—the myriads in the rear pressing up and no 

e movement—onward and upward, until at 
the narrowest place at the outlet of the pond they be- 
came an almost immovable mass, scattering off as fast 
as they reached the pond jike a crowd going out of 


of water. The army of Xerxes of five millions at the 
pass of Thermopylae in point of numbers, compared to 
what were contained in a few square rods of this vast 
mass, would have been hardly a corporal’s guard. 
The bears and wolves with which the woods swarmed 
at that time, (as Williamson in his history informs us) 
devoured them at pleasure. The settlers would cer-

Messrs. Editors, it is my opinion that if the obsta- 
cles were removed from the river, and stringent laws 
were to be enacted for the production of the fish, they 
would, in a few years, supply the wants of the opeoite. 
This has been to be by reading has 
been published in the Farmer about ‘‘Fish Culture.’’. 
Seventy years ago I remember the fish were so plenty 
in the Kennebec, that fifteen barrels could be taken at 
one haul of the seine on the fishing ground of Judge 
Cony, in Augusta, one mile below the briJge. The 
shad, alewives and salmon came into Sandy river, on 
the banks of which [ now live, in large numbers be- 
fore they were shut out by the dams on the river. It 
was so with all the streams in the Kennebec valley. 

_I lived at the outlet in Vassalboro’, from 1795 to 
to 1815, and was well acquainted with all the people 
from whom the information [have stated was obtained.

My Experience with Cranberries. 


Messrs. Eprrors:—It may be interesting to the 
many inquirers about cran culture and the suc- 
cess of those engaged in it in this State to learn what 
my success has been for the past year. I finished pick- 
ing my ‘‘black bard’’ on experimental grounds about 
& week ago and have housed from it four hundred 
bushels of very fine fruit. To those whe have not vis- 
ited these anation may be necessary.

ing it as nearly as posible the above named treatment. 
This bog has never before for ten years given me more 
than from thirty to forty bushels of fruit, annually. 
The vines growing on this experimented ground are 
the kind advertised by me in the Maine Farmen last 
Spring. I have no hesitation in recommending the 
farmers in Maine who have suitable locations, to en- 
gage in the cultivation of the cranberry.

Garget in Cows. 


Messrs. Ep1rors :—In the last number of the Farm- 
ER, you gave as your opinion, that in nearly every 
case of garget in cows, it was the result of careless- 
ness on the part of those having the care of them, &c. 
I have kept cows for the last twenty-five years, and 
have endeavored to treat them kindly, and feed them 
all alike, yet a few of them have been troubled with 
garget. I cannot see how it was the result of care- 
lessness, and as I know not the cause, I will give for 
the benefit of the readers of the Farmer, the result of 
my treatment for garget, which has been successful in 
every case. When I find the udder caking up, which 
indicates garget, or the milk curdled, I bathe the ud- 
der and teat with linseed oil once or twice a day, and 
the milk will be all right the second or third day after.

County Exhibitions 


Oxford County. 


First Day. The twenty-fifth exhibition of the ven- 
erable Oxford County Agricultural Society commenced 
on Tuesday. Monday gave promise that winter was 
at hand and people would do better to bank up their 
houses than to think of CattleShow. But it was clear 
towards night, and the first day of the show was clear 
but véry cold, though the warm sun made it somewhat 
tolerable in the middle of the day. 

The turnout did not seem to be Jarge, and we were 
disappointed to see the promise of a successful exhibi- 
tion sogood. At night the articles had come in be- 
yond the usual number. We were glad to see that 
some of our carriage builders had in the hall, speci- 
menpof their work. Two wagons were presented,— 
one an open buggy by Messrs. Whitman & Libby, and 
a light pleasure buggy, by Mr. A. M. Tuell. They 
were both splendid specimens. The painting of both 
was done at home, by Mr. Gallison. 

In the matter of plows and cultivators, Messrs. 
Merritt of South Paris, aod. Brown of Noreay are 
sharp competitors. The work will be found first rate 
in either manufacture, while the principle of their 
construction is very different, each having its special 
advocates. Mr. Brown presents alsoa Horse Hoe; and 
|Mr. Merrill, Pettengill’s Cultivator,an implement that 
he has commenced to manufacture this season. It is 
capable of various transformations and is highly 
recommended by farmers about here who have used it. 

The exercises of the first day were confined to the 
trial of speed of colts. 

Of the articles on exhibition we have only room for 
mention :— 

Mr. J. 4. Burns presented a Root Digger and Bog 
Cutter, which were strange looking machines to most 
who examined them.

Characteristics of a Good Fruit. 


We copy from Hon. M. P. Wilder’s address before 
the late session of the American Pomological Society, 
the following remarks on the above topic. Coming 
from so competent an authority they will be read with 
interest : 

“To the question, ‘What are the points of a good 
fruit?’ we answer. First, the best quality; second, 
durability, or the property of remaining sound after 
being gathered; third, size; fourth, color; fifth, form; 
though I regard the last two of nearly equal import- 
ance. 

So long as we raise fruit to eat, we have no hesita- 
tion in giving the place to its eating qualities. No 
combination of other properties, however valuable, can 
atone for any considerable deficiency in this respect. 
Texture, juice, flavor, aroma, join to determine the 
quality. 

Next in importance to quality is durability, or keep- 
ing; by which I do not mean late ripening, but the 
property, whether early or late, of remaining sound 
after being gathered. A habit of decaying at the core 
is a very great fault in a fruit; and, for market, one 
which can be ripened in the house is much more val- 
uable than one which, to be eaten in perfection, must 
be ripened on the tree, as is the case with the Rostiezer 
and other pears of the Rousselet family, the Early 
Harvest and Williams apples. 

The third requisite, size, isat once obvious. One of 
the highest flavored new pearsis Dana’s Hovey, but 
its value would be many times multiplied could its 
size be doubled and its lucious character retained. 
Yet, while we seek for large fruit in preference to small, 
we should not forget that a fruit may be too large for 
table use. We have but one dessert pair of the size of 
the Duchesse d’ Angouleme, and perhaps one is enough. 
But whether the size is large or small, it should be 
aniform. 

Beauty of color and form, though less important 
than the preceding points, are still of great value, and 
all other things being equal, that fruit which possesses 
them will justly receive the preference. The best col- 
ored are those which have a brilliant red cheek; next 
to this comes a golden or cinnamon russett, then yellow, 
and last green. 

Beauty of form has been less regarded than color, 
but a moment’s observation will show its importance. 

me pears are so beautiful in the curves which form 
their outlines as at once to attract and please the eye, 
while others are entirely unprepossessing, if not posi- 
tively ugly. The Beurre Bose is the most perfect exam- 
ple of the former; and it is not only beautiful in itself, 
but pleases us as being the true pear type. After the 
pyriform comes the Doyenne type; and between the 
two we have all gradations, which are desirable in pro- 
portion as they approach the former. Next to the 
Doyenne is the Bergamot; then comes the globular; 
then the ovate, tapering toward the eye; and when 
this is conjoined with a knobby substance, it is worst 
of all. 

These views are not put forth as by any means an 
exhaustive discussion of the subject, but rathez as sug- 
gesting what might be done.

Seeding Wheat. 


The advantages of drilling over broadcast sowing 
for wheat says The Practical Farmer, in the Middie 
States, has been too long satisfactorily determined, to 
need any further comment. The saving of seed, the 
regularity and evenness of depth at which the grain 
is deposited, the security against the upheavings of 
severe winters, the admission of a freer circulation of 
air—all perhaps have contributed to give drilling an 
advantage in harvest time of several bushels par acre 
over the other mode. Where wheat is to be drilled, 
the harrowing and pulverization of the soil of course 
precede instead of follow the seeding; and we have to 
urge, not only for the sake of the wheat, bat for the 
better starting of the grass, the importance of two 
plowings. Where land is laid down to grass, as it is 
in this section, and to so remain for several years, the 
repeated exposure of fresh surfaces of soil to the fer- 
tilizing gases of the atmosphere, the thorough mixing 
of soil and subsoil, the complete pulverizing of their 
particles so as to increase their power of absorption, 
are all manurial in their effects, and must be per- 
formed, if at all, during the two years of the ordinary 
rotation. The oftener and more thoroughly they are 
done during this period, the better for the sabsequent 
more permanent pastures. Top-dressing then will 
keep up vigor and fertility. 





Learn a Trade. 


We commend the following sensible remarks of the 
Richmond Lzraminer to the attention of those per- 
sons who consider the employment of the accountant 
or book-keeper much preferable, on account of its sup- 
posed greater dignity, to physical labor : 

The skilled man, with | er his command, is, in 
most respects, master of the situation. But the clerk, 
the book-keeper, the office attendant, are helpless, 
They must wait many and many weary day, until 
the season or the years of depression are over, before 
they can find that employment for their pens which 
they have unfo made their sole means of 
livelihood. All this is another of the lamentable re- 
sults of having learned no trade im boyhood. The sub- 
ject is, indeed, one so wide in its ramifications, and so 
profoundly important in its consequences that it is 
time that it had engaged more thorough and system- 
atic attentiot® on the part of the people who are so 
deeply interested.

Dairy Economy. 


Within a few years a very beneficial change has been 
going on in the dairy economy of our New England 
and Northern farmers. Instead of, as formerly, each 
farmer converting a portion or the whole of his milk 
into cheese, as convenience or interest dictated, the 
manufacture of that domestic luxury is now in many 
districts transferred from the farm house to factories 
established for the especial purpose. To these the farm- 
er sells whatever milk he has to spare, and it is worked 
up into cheese. Vast quantities of milk are now an- 
nually disposed of in this way, the operation proving 
advantageous both to the farmer and manufacturer.— 
The farmer the cash for his milk at once, and 
his wife is relieved of much hard labor. The manu- 
facturer at the same time gets the material for a pro- 
fitable business. To the community at large this 
change has been very advantageous. The cheeseman- 
ufaeturer, by means of extensive apparatus, the use of 
large quantities of milk and the application of scien- 
tific principles to the business, is able to produee a 
much better artice of cheese, on the average, than the 
farmer himself can. This is so generally the case that 
factory cheese brings a higher in the market 
than the home-made article. The benefit to the pub- 
lic is that the quantity of poor cheese offered for sale 
is reduced and the supply of good increased. There 
is less waste of the raw material than formerly. 

The superiority of making cheese in this way hav- 
ing been demonstrated, why may not the system be 
extended to butter, and butter as well as cheese facto- 
ries be established? That there is need of a reform in 
the present loose way of making butter, every pur- 
chaser of the article has abundant evidence. At some 
seasons it is almost impossible to obtain butter, 
even at a high price, and yet at the same time the 
market may be flooded with poor stuff, fit only for 
soap greese. So few country people understand how 
to make butter and eo prepare it for market as to have 
it retain its good qualities, that immense quantities 
are annually wasted. This involves not only a serious 
loss to producers and dealers, but to consumers, who 
are obliged to eat an inferior article, pay an exorbi- 
tant price for a good one, or go without. There seems 
to be no good reason why butter may not be manufac- 
tured on a large scale as well as cheese, and a mach 
better article produced than is now turned out from 
most dairies. Improved methods have been applied 
to almost every farm industry but this, and ghe march 
of improvement should not stop short at the butter 
churn. Adopt a system for making butter similar to 
that now so successfully pursued for making cheese, 
and we should at once witness a great change for the 
better— quicker and surer returns for the farmer, and 
@ much larger supply of superior butter for consum- 
ers.— Boston Journal. 





Rules for Farmers. 


1. The farmer ought to rise early, to see that others 
do so, and that both his example be followed and his 
orders obeyed. 

2. The whole farm should be regularly inspected, 
and not only every field examined, but every beast 
seen at least once a day. 

8. In a considerable farm it is of the utmost conse- 
quence to have hands specially appropriated for each 
of the most important departments of labor, for there 
is often a great loss of time where persons are fre- 
quently changing their employments, and the work is 
not executed so well. 

4. Every means should be thought of to diminish 
labor or to increase its power. For instance, by prop- 
er arrangement, five horses may do as much labor as 
six perform, acording to the usual mode of employ- 
ing them. 

6. A farmer ought never to engage im a work, 
whether of ordinary practice or intended improve- 
ment, except after the most careful inquiries; but 
when begun, he ought to proceed in it with much at- 
tention and perseverance until he has given it a fair 
trial. 

6. It is a main object in management not to attempt 
too much, and never to begin a work without a pro 
ability of being able to finish it in due season. 

7. Every farmer should have a book for inserting 
all those useful hints which are so constantly occurring 
in conversation, in books, in papers, and gathered in 
the course of his reading or in a practical manage- 
ment of his farm.— Sinclair. 








Autumn Planting. 


There is no doubt of the benefit of autumn planting 
for trees or vines,"provided they are duly protected 
against the heaving frosts of winter. We have plant- 
ed our cherries in September, and always with good 
results. Our pears and apples we prefer to plant nev- 
er later than October, if we can possibly obtain them. 
The early planted tree, while the ground is yet warm, 
forms new fibrous roots, enabling it more successfully 
to resist the winter’s ch and to supply food as 
soon as wanted for the spring growth. Ifour trees 
are procured from a distance, and do not arrive in 
season to plant early, we make ita to prepare 
our ground and have everythi y, 80 that when 
they do come, no time need be lost in planting them. 
Clay lands are better if worked in the fall when some- 
what dry; at any rate they should not be plowed when 
wet, if it can be avoided, for if once they get packed 
down hard in the fall, no benefit comes from winter’s 
frosts, and often the epring gives no relief. If the 
ground for planting is Ievel and somewhat stiff, with 
only a slight surface drainage, do not plant the tree 
too deep; but after planting go through with the plow 
and throw the earth up to the trees, leaving between 
each row an open furrow drain to hold bs carry off 
pre water during winter.—Horticuliurist for Octo- 

er. 





Weevils in Granaries. 


Some years since, accident discovered toa French 
farmer @ very simple and efficient method of prevent- 
ing, or rather destroying, this insidious pest in corn 
and grain houses. :

The Harvest of 1867. 

From a mass of agricultural statistics and reports 
derived from sources more or less reliable, the Boston 
Journal has collected and digested the following facts 
concerning the harvest of the year 1867 in the United 
States, Great Britain, France, Germany, the North of 
Europe, Canada and South America. In regard to 
our own country, it says that the harvest has been 
plenteous; the wheat crop being as large as it ever has 
been; the corn crop larger than it has been since 1861 ; 
and the other grains and cereals having yielded well. 
This is the result when the entire country is taken as 
a whole. in the British Isles the weather this season 
has been unusually variable. There has been much 
more rain than has fallen for many previous years. 
The Government there makes no returns of the result 
of the harvest; but the London Times has for many 
years employed a number of practical agricultural ex- 
perts, as its correspondents in various »parts of the 
Kingdom, and their reports are generally found to be 
tolerably reliable. The reports of five of these corres- 
pondents are before us, and the substance thereof is 
that the wheat crop of England and Scotland together 
will be below the average. In Scotland and the north 
of England, the harvest is fully three or four weeks 
later than usual, and the weather as a whole has been 
decidedly unfavorable for bringing the crop to maturi- 
ty. The quantity of grain throughout the kingdom, 
according to these correspondents, will be smaller than 
usual, and the quality of it will be inferior. There 
is a great yield of straw, but a deficiency of grain. 
But the crops of oats and barley throughont England, 
Scotland, Lreland and Wales are very large and fine. 
The potato crop in the Kingdom is said to be ina 
critical condition. The potato disease appeared early 
in the season in the south and west of England, and 
more lately, owing to the prevalence of rain, it has 
made considerable progress in Scotland and the north 
of England. It is feared that the potato crop asa 
whole will not be more than one-half of its usual 
quantity; and this deficiency will increase the demand 
for wheat, barley and oats. 

The crops in France have not been atall good. The 
weather has been very unfavorable, and there is a seri- 
ous deficiency in grain and roots. The grain crop of 
Germany has been good, but the potato disease has also 
prevailed there, and the crops will be deficient from 
one-third to one-half. The grain crops of Belgium, 
Portugal and Spain are deficient. Switzerland never 
raises grain enough for her own consumption, but this 
year the usual deficiency seems to have been increased. 
Italy, unlike England, has suffered from long contin- 

ued drouth instead of an excess of rains, and her 
grain crop is more than usually short. Algeria, Tunis 
and Moroceo are in the same conditions. But on the 
other hand, Russia, Turkey, Austria and the Danubian | 
Principalities have excellent wheat crops this year; 
the harvest in more than half of the South American 
States has been good; and of Mexico, notwithstanding 
her troubles, it is reported that she has raised grain 
enough to supply her own population. To summarize 
the practical bearing of the above facts, in the plain- 
est manner, it may be sufficient to say that the coun- 
tries which will be compelled to buy breadstuffs be- 
tween the present time and the next harvest are Great 
Britain, France, Belgium, Portugal, Spain, Switzer- 
land, Italy, Algeria, Tunis and Morocco; while the 
countries which will have grain to sell are the United 
States, Canada, Chili and some of the other South 
American States, Russia, Turkey and the Danubian 
Principalities. 

The stocks of old wheat in Great Britain and France 
have not been so low since 1854 as they are at this 
time. Large purchases of wheat have been for some 
time past made on French account in the Eastern 
ports. The French Government has intimated to its 
citizens that large purchases of breadstuffs would be 
expedient. For many years past the imports of wheat 
into Great Britain have steadily increased. This has 
been owing to the increase of the population, the im- 
provement in the rate of wages, and the more liberal 
expenditure of the pecple; and to these causes is now 
added the necessity of supplying the deficiency caused 
by the partial failure of this year’s crop. 

The average price of British wheat for the week 
ending 7th September was 62s. 5d. per quarter; but 
for the corresponding week in the years 1863 to 1866 
inclusive, the prices were respectively 44s. 2d; 42s. 
3d.; 46s.; and 47s. 3d. per quarter. The present 
high price of wheat in England is drawing large sup- 
plies thither—and for the first eight months of the 
present year the imports there were about 5,000,000 
cwt. in excess of last year.

N. Taber, 
writing us under date of Oct. 5th, from Hopewell, N. 
B., says: ‘Farmers in Westmoreland have just finish- 
ed getting their oats, (the buckwheat is not allin), 
while here in Albert county they are yet busy haying 
on the salt marshes and dykes. A farmer with whom 
1am now stopping has about forty tons of marsh hay 
to get out.’ 


Tue Hor Crop. We were informed by Mr. Knapp, 
Inspector of Crops, that the hop crop has-exceeded the 
general estimate. In Bethel, the crop reached one 
hundred and forty thousand pounds, producing the 
snug Jittle sum of seventy thousand dollars. In Ox- 
ford county, the crop will be about three hundred 
thousand pounds. Upland crops were never better 
than during the present season.

In our regent communication from this place, we 
noticed thé granite formation so fully developed in this 
town, trom which the land is covered with boulders 
that have been broken from them. But there is @ Te~ 

ng feature in the character of the rocks and of 

sdils, from the fact that there are little beds of 

limestone in different portions of the town, which have 

been also broken up and soattered over the surface. 

This limestone is so fragile that it is easily deoomposed 

and furnishes excellent material for the growth of veg- 
etation. 

As we were traveling along the road, we noticed 
some large boulders of trap of unusual size, which 
led us'to suspect the existence of a large vein of trap 
in the range of hillsto the north. Accordingly we set 
out to test our observations. As we commenced to 
climb the hills we found the trap very abundant, in 
places constituting a large portion of the stone walls. 
On approaching the summit of the ridge, we found an 
enormous vein of trap thirty feet in width bursting 
up through the coarse granite, showing by its black 
surface a striking contrast to the light colored granite. 
We traced this vein at least half a mile, maintaining 
nearly an equal width the whole distance. Other 
veins abound near by... When the summits of the 
mountains were swept over by the huge icebergs of a 
former period in this world’s history, they were ground 
off and the loose rocks were tumbled down the south- 
eastern declivity. The surface of the granite rocks 
was polished in a wonderful manner. The hardest 
rock, such as quartz, was polished as smooth as glass. 
We succeeded in detaching specimens of these polished 
surfaces to show to the curious in such matters. 

The autumnal scenery from this point is gorgeous 
in the extreme. The whole county, as far as we could 
see, is covered with a maple growth, which now pre- 
sents all the different hues and softened and blended 
tints imaginable. Persons living in the city will pay 
thousands of dollars for one such a scene well painted, 
but here is the original before us, without costing any- 
thing to see it. Hard asthe land may be to cultivate, 
it has its strong redeeming qualties. It will never 
wear out. The farms are fenced with permanent stone 
walls, and as time rolls on, generation after genera- 
tion of an industrious population will clear off the 
rocks from the fields and render them easier of culti- 
vation. 

We travel among these hills and find intelligent, 
well educated men. In their homes are evidences of 
comfort, intelligence and refinement. The news of the 
whole world are spread upon their tables each day or 
week of the year. The noise and excitement and fol- 
lies of city life are not there toannoy them. The hag- 
gard looking cheek of the man swallowed up in public 
business by day, only to be harrassed by sleepless 
nights, is not fuund here. The duties and pleasures 
of home become more and more attractive to them. 
Now and then we see the young lady from the city 
finding a charming home with some intelligent and in- 
dustrious young man, and she adapts herself with 
wonderful flexibility to her new position, and becomes 
happy. How much nervous restlessness is thus avoid- 
ed. How that heavy heart is rendered light amid the 
daties of a cheerful home. Here is happiness with as 
little alloy as can well be found amid life’s duties. 

But we must drop these reflections and relate what 
we have just witnessed. With a party of friends we 
ascended the southern declivity of Mt. Singepole. It is 
said that this hilt took its name from the circumstance 
that it was once burned over and left an immense 
number of trees looking like poles. It is one mass of 
granite. On one side is a locality where a large num- 
ber of beryls have been collected, but they are now 
exhausted. From this point-we witnessed one of the 
finest autumnal views we ever saw. As far as the eye 
could extend, nearly to the Kennebec river on the 
east, and on the south over a large portion of Cum- 
berland county to the ocean, was one grand landscape 

of parti-colored forests, interspersed by farms and farm- 
buildings all over the scene. There was but little va- 
riety in the landscape, but one grand sweep of the 
vision over the whole scene. Here and there in the 
distance might be seen the little lakes so abundant in 
Maine, like so many mirrors set in a grand mosaic of 
forest scenery. How many prosperous, virtuous and 
happy homes we could look down upon! How many 
little worlds on the face of this great world! But it 
showed signs of wet, and we hastened down from the 
mountain with more expanded thoughts of the glory 
of our own State. 





Firemen’s Muster at Batu. On Thursday of this 
week, 17th inst., a grand firemen’s muster will take 
place at Bath, the occasion being the celebration of the 
arrival of three new fire engines for the Fire Depart- 
ment of that city. Engines will be present from dif- 
ferent parts of the State—the steamer ‘‘Cushnoc’’ and 
the **Atlantic No. 3,’ from this city being of the 
number. At three o’clock, P. M., there will be a trial 
of engines for two silver trumpets, valued at one hun- 
dred dollars each, to be contended for only by the vis- 
iting companies. The Bath firemen will contend for 
a prize of far-less value, viz.,a mammoth tin horn. 
In order to accommodate the firemen and others who 
wish to be present, the Portland & Kennebec Railroad 
have decided to run an extra train from Skowhegan to 
Bath and return on that day. It will leave Skowhe- 
gan at 5.30 A. M., stopping at all the principal sta- 
tions on the route. The train will leave this city at 
7.20 A. M., and returning will leave Bath for Skow- 
hegan and intermediate stations at 5.30P.M. A 
special train will also leave Portland for Bath at 7.00 
A. M., and stop at intermediate stations, arriving at 
Bath at 8.50. A M. Returning, will leave Bath for 
Portland at 5.20P.M. Tickets one fare for the round 
trip, and good for the 17th or 18th.

Force rx Scoot Government. We have been 
much interested ng a ke Tages on 
“School Disci pl its _ mm . v- 
ered before the in Institution of Instruction at 
its late session by Hosea B. Lincoln, Principal of one 
of the Boston public schools, The methods of school 
discipline, says Mr. Lincoln, are numberless, and he 
confesses himself, after a quarter of a centary’s expe- 
rience upon different plans and methods, still a learn- 
er; and this expression will doubtless find a counter- 
part in the experience of every teacher who has occu- 
pied the school-room for any length of time. The 
methods to be adopted must be as varied 
as are the individual natures of the pupils, the cir- 
cumstances in which they have been reared, and the 
situations that surround them. On the other hand a 
teacher’s character, his self possession, watehfulness, 
general bearing, expression ofthe eye, tone of the 
voice, his sympathy, patience, cheerfulness, charity,- 
are all effective instruments of discipline—but above 
them all love must be the main element in the disci- 
pline of every school. A teacher who cannot secure 
the affections of a very large majority of his pupils is 
unworthy of his position. 

All—teachers and parents—readily admit that 
kindness, persuasion and affection are the most effec- 
tive elements in school discipline, but have widely dif- 
fering views in regard to compulsion. Mr. Lincoln 
takes the ground that physical force is a necessity in 
any method of discipline in our schools. This he 
argues from the past history of our National Govern- 
ment, from the course taken by it in the late rebel- 
lion, and from the civil administration of National, 
State and local governments. When our Nation can 
disband its armies, demolish its forts, and sink its 
iron clads; when States, counties and towns can pull 
down their jails, dismiss their police, and rule full 
grown, reasoning men without them, then can teach- 
ers, in Mr. Lincoln’s view, govern wayward, jmpul- 
sive, unreasoning children without force. He be- 
lieves this element of force, if guided by a clear intel- 
lect and sound, moral and religious principle, is al- 
ways sacred, and becomes in the hands of a wise and 
just and considerate teacher, his best means of disci- 
pline. He ranks a lack of confidence in teachers on 
the part of parents, and their general ignorance of the 
trials and perplexities to which they are subjected, as 
among the causes which render the use of force neces- 
sary; and suggests as among the remedies for physi- 
cal coercion, judicious home government, the expul- 
sion of refractory pupils from school, and the estab- 
lishment of separate Botany-Bay schools for the in- 
subordinates. Doubtless if these could be carried out, 
it would have the effeot of rendering our schools much 
more pleasant and easy to govern, but the latter in 
the country certainly, we believe would be almost im- 
possible. Too much importance, however, cannot be 
attached to the first of these, and upon it the success 
‘and prosperity of our common schools mainly depends. 
Give usa pure and rational home government and 
there will be no need of the other remedies suggested. 

The following hints are worthy of being taken to 
heart by all teachers: ‘‘No two schools can be gov- 
erned in exactly the same manner; no two scholars 
exactly alike. To succeed you must study the char- 
acteristics of the locality in which you labor; study 
the individual characters of your pupils, their home 
and out-door habits, their mental and moral pecu- 
liarities,—in short, their idiosyncrasies of every name 
and nature. Avoid fixed arbitrary rules. Even at 
the risk of being unjustly called partial, you must not 
treat all pupils alike, even for the same offence. Some 
are not benefited by physical punishment; others are. 
Children should be governed according to their na- 
ture and temperament. Some can be subdued one 
way, some another. This matter of school discipline 
requires not only innate power and inborn adapted- 
ness for the work, but patient and persevering study.” 





IMPROVEMENT OF THE River. The Kennebec 
Journal states that the contractors for improving the 
navigation of the Kennebec river between Gardiner 
and Augusta by deepening the channel, are now at 
work in the river, opposite Shepard’s wharf at Hal- 
lowell. They are deepening the channel eight feet. 
The cut is mainly through tenacious blue clay with 
occasional boulders and a gravelly surface washed from 
the river above. The excavator of the dredging ma. 
chine, a great, coarse, earnest worker, brought up a 
few days since a boulder which weighed about five 
tons. The deposits are made on the eastern shore of 
the river, where the river current strikes the shore in 
such @ manner as to tend to an improvement of the 
navigation. The amount already excavated is about 
five thousand cubic yards, and after the shoal on 
which the contractors are now engaged is cut through, 
operations will be extended towards this city. The 
time for completing the contract does not expire until 
next August, and probably before that time a steam 
tug boat will be employed in removing the scows in- 
stead of the present slow process of removing by. a tow 
line, which does not admit of the continuous working 
of the excavating machine. The appropriation is 
$50,000, and it is thought it will be sufficient for the 
purpose of securing easy navigation.

Thurman was the democratic candidate for Governor. 
An amendment to the Constitution was also voted upon, 
providing that the elective franchise should be extend- 
ed to colored men, also excluding from the right of 
suffrage ‘‘such persons as have borne arms in support 
of any insurrection or rebellion against the Govern- 
ment of the United States, or have fied from their 
places of residence to avoid being drafted into the 
military service thereof, or have deserted the military 
or naval services of said Government in time of war, 
and had not subsequently been honorably discharged 
from the same.”’ , 

In Iowa a Governor and other State officers, mem- 
bers of the Legislature, and Judge of the Supreme 
Court were to be elected. Col. Samuel Merrill was 
the republican and Hon. Charles Mason the democrat- 
ic candidate for Governor. 

The election in Indiana was for county officers only. 

The returns show large democratic gains in Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio. 

In Pennsylvania the democratic candidate for Judge 
is elected by a majority estimated at about 1,000. The 
republican majority laa& year in the State was sbout 
15,000, showing a democratic gain of about 16,000. 
Philadelphia is carried by the democrats by 3,276, 
against a republican majority last year of about 5,000. 
The republicans will have a majority in both branches 
of the Legislature. The contest for Congressman in 
the Eleventh District was close, but the election of the 
democratic candidate is conceded. 

In Ohio the democrats make large gains in their 
vote for Governor, but not sufficient. to overcome the 
republican majority of last year, of 42,000. Gen. 
Hayes, republican, is elected by from 1,000 to 2,000 
majority. In the Second Congressional District, to fill a 
vacancy, Gen. 8. F. Cary, temperance and working- 
men’s candidate, supported by the democrats, was 
elected. The democrats have also carried both branches 
of the Legislature. The proposed amendment to the 
constitution was defeated by a large majority. 

In Iowa the republican candidates for Governor and 
other State officers, are elected by majorities estimated 
at about 25,000, showing a republican gain over the 
previous year. The Legislature is also republican in 
both bran shes. 

From Indiana but few returns are received. The 
vote is light, and democratic gains are reported in dif- 
ferent parts of the State, but not enough has been re- 
ceived to determine the precise results of the election. 





Frre tn Skownecay, From the Skowhegan Clar- 
ion we obtain the particulars of a fire which occurred 
in that villinge on Thursday last; and which in its early 
stages threatened to become a destructive conflagra- 
tion. Fire was discovered abont 2 o’clock, P. M. in 
the planing mill of Messrs. Abbot & Allen, a wooden 
building situated between the flour mill and black- 
smith shop of J. H. K. Lord. The fire took in a pile 
of shavings behind the planing mill, and before the 
alarm became general the building was thoroughly on 
fire, and was totally destroyed, together with most of 
the machinery and contents. There was an insurance 
of $1000 on this establishment. The fire next spread 
to the Lord building, about half of which was destroy- 
ed, and the balance badly damaged. This building 
was occupied by Mr. George H. Lord as a blacksmith’s 
shop, Mr. Geo. 8. Webb, grocery dealer, and Mr. 
Webster Rowe, gunsmith. Mr. Webb removed all his 
goods, and a portion of the other contents was saved. 
Mr. Webb had $600 insurance on his goods which will 
cover his loss. No insurance on the Lord buiding, the 
loss on which is about $2,500. Mr. Rowe’s loss was 
some $500; not insured. Mr. C. F. Douglas hada 
large lot of lumber and tools stored in the second story 
of the Lord building, the largest portion of which was 
destroyed. His loss is about $400. Mr. S. C. Chase 
an employee in Abbot & Allen’s Shop, lost about $70 
in tools &c., There were several other buildings set on 
fire from the flying cinders, and at one time it was 
thought impossible to save any portion of the business 
part of the village, but by placing men on the roofs of 
the surrounding buildings and keeping them wet, the 
fire was comfined to the two buildings above named. 
A dispatch was sent to Kendall's Mills and Augusta, 
for help, which was promptly responded to, and in 40 
minutes the Kendall’s Mills Company was on the 
ground and at work, doing good service. The steamer 
Cushnoc from Augusta arrived abont five o’clock, and 
worked as long as they could get water.

Discovery has been 
made in the Treasury Department of large amounts of 
counterfeit seven-thirties which have recently been put 
in circulation. The announcement has created much ex- 
citement in the stock market.

The discovery 
was made by the Chief Clerk of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, and efforts are being made by the Gcvernment 
detectives to learn throngh whom the fraudulent notes 
were received. It has been ascertained that large 
amounts of these bonds have passed through the hands 
of the principal banks and banking-houses of New 
York, received from parties in Pittsburg, Cleveland 
and other Western cities. The issues are all dated be- 
tween Sept, 21, and October of this year. Many of 
them are of whiter paper than the genuine. The 
borders are ruled wider and the star seal is slightly 
longer, with larger rays.

Removat or A Postmaster. . J. H. Philbrick, Esq., 
for several years postmaster of Skowhegan, has teem 
removed, and the office placed in. charge of Hon. 
Stephen Coburn. The ground of removal is stated to 
be the alleged abstraction of a California draft for 
$300 from a letter serit to the Skowhegan office direct- 


ed to other parties, and the appropriation of the pro- 
ceeds to hisown use. It seems that the draft was mis- 
sent to Skowhegan, the person in whose favor it was 
drawn, residing in North Anson, and it was taken out 
of the former office by # maa claiming to be the party 
for whom it was intended. It was subsequently as- 
certained that the draft had been sent to Boston to be 
cashed, and the money brought to Skowhegan by ex- 
press, and paid over to Mr. Philbrick, he giving his 
receipt for the same. The affair was investigated by 
Mr. Hammatt, the special agent of the Post Office 
Department, and the result was the removal of Mr. 
Philbrick from the office. 
The following statement of the facts connected with 
this transaction, by one of the editors of the Skowhe- 
gan Clarion, who has been for some years an assist- 
ant in the post office, would seem to throw a somewhat 
different light upom the matter, and tends to relieve 
Mr. Philbrick, who has hitherto borne a good reputa- 
tion in the community, from the charge of a guilty 
participation in the business : 

‘*About the first of August, a person made his ap- 
perma here, who called himself J. P. Thompson. 

e made frequent inquiries for letters, and twice he 
came into the office while the mail was being opened 
and asked us to examine the Becton gocnamn es lie. 
to see if there was any for him. No letter ever came 
to this office from Boston, but one did come from up 
river, which was delivered to him, and which he stated 
after reading it, belonged to him. A day or two after 
receiving this letter, he came down from up river one 
morning in one of the stages, and stated to Mr. Phil- 
brick that he expected a package by express, and ask- 
ed him to get it, as he was going down river that day 
and should return that night and go out of town on 
one of the stages. Mr. Philbrick did procure at the 
express office a package of money containing $300, 
and after the arrival of the cars that night he, Thomp- 
son, came into the offive, signed a receipt and took the 
package, paying to us fifty cents, the amount of the 
expreas bill. Afterwards another person appeared and 
claimed to be the true J. P. Thompson, to whom the 
money belonged, and Mr. Philbrick has paid the amount 
over tohim. A special agent of the Post Office De- 
partment was sent here to investigate the matter, and 
after a thorough investigation, he became fully satis- 
fied that there was no grounds of complaint against 
Mr. Philbrick as postmaster, and further than this he 
had no authority to act. He accordingly so reported 
to the Department, but in the mean time, some one 
had been at work and misrepresented the facts to the 
Department, and the agent was directed to return and 
remove Mr. Philbrick, which he has done. Now we 
claim as a matter of justice to Mr. Philbrick, the De- 
partment is bound by every rule of right and justice, 
to show sufficient grounds for his removal, or reinstate 
him again in his office. We believe ninety-nine out of 
every hundred would cheerfully sign a petition for his 
restoration. 





Cuances IN THE Cabinet. The result of the re- 
cent elections in Pennsylvania and Ohio, has revived 
anew the speculations of Washington letter writers in 
regard to impending changes in the Cabinet. The 
correspondent of the Boston Journal thinks it may be 
stated with confidence that the first change will be 
made in the War Department. Gen. Grant will be 
superseded in the course of ten days by either Gen. 
McClernard of Illinois, or Frank Blair, Jr. The State 
Department is looked for next in order, and the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury and Postmaster General Randall 
will probably follow Mr. Seward, There is more rea- 
sonable doubt of Secretary McCullcch’s removal than 
perhaps any other Cabinet Minister. But the Presi- 
dent’s Democratic friends are very bitter on the Secre- 
tary, and declare that he has refused to assist them 
with s single office in Pennsylvania. It is doubtful if 
the President can withstand this pressure, and Mr. 
McCulloch seems to feel it, for he declared on Thurs- 
day that he did not regard his tenure of office as very 
strong. The change of Gen. Grant excites more com- 
ment than the other Cabinet Ministers, for the remov- 
al of the latter has been generally anticipated, pro- 
vided the elections resulted against the Republican 
party. 

The Washington Star of Thursday evening says 
that there seems to be no doubt that Gen. Grani will 
be relieved from the War Department in course of a 
few days, probably before the close of the week. Many 
persons are confident that Gen. Sherman will be di- 
rected to take charge of that office, but it is not likely 
that he will be placed in a position where he will have 
command of his superior officer—Gen. Grant. 





TAXING THE Issues or Stars Banxs. The Port- 
land Press reports a case before the U. S. Circuit 
Court in that city last week, involving the legality of 
taxing the issues of State Banks by the United States. 
It was an action brought by the Veazie Bank of Ban- 
gor, against Jeremiah Fenno, Collector of Internal 
Revenue, to recover back a tax paid under protest to 
the defendant. Its design is to test the constitution- 
ality of the Internal Revenue law, which levies a ten 
per cent. tax on the bills of State Banks in circula- 
tion. The question of the constitutionality of the law 
was argued by Mr. Bion Bradbury for plaintiff, and 
by District Attorney Talbot for defendant. The case 
was not disposed of, but goes to the Supreme Court on 
disagreement of the Circuit Judges, Clifford and Fox. 
It will be argued at Washington in December proba- 
bly. 





A Remarkaste Cass or Resuscitation. A corres- 
pondent says that as two little girls, ten years old, 
were bathing in the river at Rumney, N. IL, a short 
time since, one of them observed her companion sink 
and then come to the surface. She attempted to get 
her out, but not succeeding, became alarmed, dressed 
herself, ran about forty-five rods, and gave informa- 
tion to an aged and feeble gentleman, who-went to the 
river and after some little time found the child where 
the water was two feet higher than his own head. He 
was obliged to go in five times and shove her along on 
the ground with his feet where the water was shallow- 
er, before he could get her out. She appeared quite 
dead. The usual remedies were continuously applied. 
About twelve hours after she was taken out she be- 
came slightly conscious, but did not regain her entire 
consciousness until two days after. According to the 
best calculations that can be made, she must have 
been in the water from twenty-five to thirty minutes.

place, with her entire crew of eighteen men on the 
island of Amherst, one of the Magdalen Islands in the 
Galf of St. Lawrence. 

Her crew consisted of eighteen men, sixteen of them 
belonging to Castine—the captain and one man be- 
longing to Deer Isle. This is the greatest loss this 
town has ever met with at one time, and it is seldom 
the case where so many go from one town in one ves- 
sel. There are eight widows and sixteen fatherless 
children left, and the most of them have lost their only 
support. These men were some of the best of the 
town. The vessel was built this year, one of two that 
were to start a new business here, that of mackereling, 
and quite a number of the unfortunate crew were part 
owners of the vessel. There were but two of the 
whole crew more than twenty-four years of age. Be- 
low is a list of the men:

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THE MAINE FARMER: ‘ AN AGRICULTURAL AND FAMILY NEWSPAPER. 
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Deata or Extas Hows, Jz. Elias Howe, Jr., the 
most eminent and saccessful inventor and manufactur- 
er of sewing machines in this country died in Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., om Friday, 4th inst. His funeral was 
held in the Universalist church in Cambridge, Mass., 
and was largely attended by men of distinction in the 
various walks of life. The following brief account of 
this remarkable inventor will be interesting to our 
readers: 


Mr. Howe was a native of Epenoee, Massachusetts, 
where he was bora in 1819. When old enough he as- 
sisted in tending the grist-mill, saw-mill and shingle- 
machine which belonged to his father, and there im- 
bibed that taste for mechanics which gave @ turn to 
his mind, which, at a later period of his life, resulted 
in the production of a machine which now sells in the 
country at the rate of some four thousaad per week. 
In 1835 he went to Lowell and there entered a ma- 
chine-shop, which he soon left to engage at Cambridge 
in a shop where his cousin, ex-Governor Banks, was 
employed. It was about this time that the man who 
should invent a sewing machine would be certain to 
make a large fortune, aad with the assistance of George 
Fisher, he commenced upon the task, and the winter 
of 1844-45 was devoted to the realization of his idea. 
In May, 1845, he completed his work, and in the fol- 
lowing July he sewed by his machine all the seams of 
two suits of woolen clothes—one suit for Mr. Fisher 
who befriended him, and the other for himself. His 
machine was tested in Boston, and though it astonish- 
ed the tailors he received no orders for its mate; but 
he persevered, hoping by reducing its cost to make it 
available, and the moje! which secured him his first 
patent, September 10, 1846, was made, being obliged 
in the interim to take the position of engine-driver to 
obtain the means of sustenance, 

He was induced to believe that in England he should 
reap & quick reward for his invention, and thither he 
repaired; but he obtained no encouragement, and af- 
ter two years absence he reached New York in 1849. 
He found that the sewing machine was talked of, and 
that others had entered the field with their inventions, 
His machine and patent papers were in England, but 
through the kindness of Hoa. Anson Burlingame, who 
was in London, they were secured and returned to him, 
and he engaged single handed and with empty pock-

Elias Howe was a peculiar and remarkable man, 
not free from the infirmities of genius, but possessing 
a large soul and a patriotic heart.

He served with the regiment, performing duties which 
contributed to the comfort of the men, and when ill 
health obliged him to ask for his discharge, his associ- 
ates felt that the Father of the Regiment was leaving 
them.

In July last he received 
the gold medal for his sewing machine, and was made 
a member of the Legioft of Honor by the Emperor as 
a personal mark of recognition for services which he 
rendered the industrial world. 

Though of large frame, his health was not robust, 
and he returned a few weeks since in declining health. 
His disease, it was reported, had yielded to the art of 
a mesmeric or clairvoyant professor, but it was only 
temporary relief which was obtained. He leaves a 
large fortune accumulated from the manufacture of his 
machines, the original patent of which expired last 
month.
